nuts—and then drive

I t takes 
several

All t h e natives, male and female, 
young and old, are splendid swimmers, 
seeming to be nearly as much at home 
in the water as on land. 
They swim 
out to ships from the shore and any 
time they wish to leave the ship quietly 
j u m p over the side and swim 
away. 
Equally skilled are they in handling 
their canoe. 
I n fact, the islands are 
known as the Navigator Islands, be- 
cause of t h e proficiency of the natives 
in this direction. 
Their war canoes are 
built u p boats, many logs being used 
in their construction, and large enough 
to hold twenty-five or thirty men. Pro- 
pelled by about twenty stalwart natives, 
singing war songs and keeping time by

The .chief product of the islands—in 
fact the only staple—is "copra;" which 
is the dried meat of the coconut and 
from which cocoanut oU is extracted. 
Hundred s of tons of this are annually 
shipped to Germanj. 


There are many fine harbors in the 
islands, that at Pango-Pango, where 
the United States has a coaling station, 
being particularly so. It is land- 
locked, and once within its sheltering 
arms it is impossible to detect its 
entrance—high verdure-clad hills shut- 
ting it out from view. These hills sur- 
round the harl)or on all sides, and for 
the most part rise abruptly from the 
water to the height of 800 to 1,000 feet, 
covered from the base to the snsuUt 
a Itanrisnl 
fi 


generally fine, though rather disagree- 
able during the rainy season. 


Apia is the commercial i)ort and only 
settlement of any size on the islands. 
I t s population is about 1,.')0(), and there 
is a large sjirinkling of Euroi)eans and 
Americans, 
T h e place is laid out in 
streets, 
and frame 
houses 
abound. 
There is a hotel, 
some few general 
st )res, and numerous drinking saloons. 
Twu or three merchant vessels and one 
or two men-of-M'ar are always in part. 


If you want to find the' group of 
islands shown in the map, open 
your 
atlas at Australia. 
About midway Ije- 
tween San Francisco and New Zealand 
you will find t h e ' Navigators;" 14 de- 
grees south of the Et^uator, 
they are 
about 5,000 miles from San Francisco, 
3,000 miles southwest of the Sandwich 
Islands, t h e same distance cast of the 
northern i)art of Australia and perhai s 
2,.'>00 mile-i northeast of New Zealand. 
T h e distance between San Francisco 
and Auckland, in New Zealand, being 
the longest run made by any steam 
line, a coaling station in thase 
islands 
was found desirable,and was establ shed 
in 1871. 


The history of our connection with 
the aflairs of the islands begins in 1840, 
when an v.noiHcial code was agreed to 
between a government ex})loring expe- 
dition to the South Seas, under the 
command of Caj)tain Charles Wilkes, 
and t h e native chieftains, for t h e pur- 
pose of regulating commercial inter- 
course between Samoa, Fiji, and other 
nations. 
At that time and ior many 
subseijuent years the harbor of Apia 
was a favorite resort for American 
whalers, and the relations between the 
Samoans and the American 
visitors 
have always been of t h e most friendly 
character. 
I n 1872 negotiations be- 
tween 
Commander Meade, 
of t h e 
United States navy, and t h e reigning 
chief i)f Tutuila 
preceded t h e formal 
treaty of 1878, by which the harbor of 
Pango-Pango, or Pago-Pago, on that 
island, was ceded to our Government 
for a coaling station. 
Germany has a 
small coaling station a few mUes east 
of Ai)ia, in no way comparable in im- 
portance to that of Pago-Pago. 
This 
latter is a large commodious 
anchor- 
age, easily entered and easilv defensi- 
ble. 
B y the treaty of 1878, t h e Amer- 
ican Government bound itself to "vise 
its good offices forefche purposes of ad- 
justing differences" which might arise 
"between the Samoan Government a n d

The islanders are at home in 
the water, and tlu ir pirogues, or surf- 
bf)ats, are well-made and seaworthy 
crafts. 
There are about 40,0,iO natives 
in the islands. 


The concern of the Uniti d States in 
Samoa arises in i)art from the duty of 
protecting the interests of its citizens 
engaged in commerce there, in part 
from t h e duty of cnfor-ing obligations 
toward us which other nations have 
laid themselves under in joint treaties, 
and in part from tlie necessity of pro- 
viding and maintaining an American 
coaling station in t h e South I'acific. 
Cotton is the staple of trade, and the 
islands are rich in ti'opic woods and 
fruits, which might be made sources 
of profit under business-like manag •- 
ment. 


A Rcinurkable Itoiilder. 


Prof. Henry Beals. a Fellow of the 
Koyal Society of L<nidon, at present in 
New Haven, is about completing th j 
work allotted to him two years ago, 
that of making a study of the erratic 
boulders whicli ar.i so common in New 
England and on the north side of Long 
Island. 
H e has been making a special 
search for "rocking stones." His j ur- 
neyings, which are now nearly ended, 
have been very successiul. 
His search 
for "rocking stones" has been made in 
conjunction with geologists on the con- 
tinent, who are seeking to establish 
beyond controversy the theorythat those 
great rocks and curiously 
balanced 
stones, which in niaiiy instances are as 
large as a small house, were carried on 
floating icebergs during that mysterious 
era known as the glacial period. 


Of the "rocking stones" h e has dis- 
covered b u t one new example in addi- 
tion to that already known. 
This is at 
Noank, on the farm of Caleb Haley, a 
New York fish dealer. 
This stone is 
estimated to weigh twenty-five tons, I t 
has a rocking scope of six inches, and 
can be readily moved by the hand. 
Only one other stone is known of in 
New England, that at Lanosboro, Mass. 
A photograi>h has been taken of Mo- 
hegan rock, also known as Shehgan, in 
the toM'n of Montville. 
This rock was 
used as a fortress and watchtower by 
the Mohegan Indians. I t is now known 
to be t h e largest specimen of erratic 
boulder in this country thus far discov- 
ered. 
I t is forty-five feet high and 
seventy feet long, and is calculated by 
scientists to weigh 10,000 tons, an enor- 
mous load for a floe of ice to carry. I t 
is evidenced by t h e large flakes of the 
stone, which t h e insinuating frosts and 
storms of centuries have chipped from 
it. 
One of these fragments is sixty 
feet long and twelve feet thick, and its 
estimated weight is 1,200 t o n s . — N e w 
London Telegraph.

Topsy, and so on, until we are all just 
as wise as w.« were before. But it really 
makes no dilierence, tie; main 
ix)int 
being to know what a blizzard is. 


Th<n-e are no words iu o ir 
lauguage. 
so ]>ersiste:itly misused as 
"cyclone" 
and "bliz/ard." 
J>iiring the summer 
season every time the wind readies the 
veliicitv of a gale—forty to sixty iiiiies 
an hour -tlie jiapevs call it a cyclone, 
and in winter when a gale ' ccnrs, 
ac- 
coni.ianied witli snow, the same author- 
i t i e s agree that it is a blizz.ird. 


Tliey are wrong. 
A F Vidmie is a re- 
volving storm of great magnitude; the 
so-called cyclone of the West-ern s t a t e s 
being a tornado which revolves iu a 
small compass. 
The wind may blow 
a gale and snow fall to the depth of six 
feet and yet not make a büzzatd. 


A blizzard means .something as near- 
ly as i)ossible like the sand-storm of the 
desert, with luilverized ice in place of 
sand, and a very low 
temperature— 
never above zero in a genuine blizzard. 


A tremendous wind prevails, tilling 
the air \sith needle-points of ice, which 
cut and sting like miniature arrows 
Avherever they strike. This isthsi storm 
which 
b<numl'S, 
bewilders 
and 
de- 
stroys. 


During the prevalence of a blizzard 
the stning and weak are alike helpless. 
Knowledge of locality counts for noth- 
ing; the victim is really blind and can 
but grope his way. 
A man may go ten 
yards from his own door aud never be 
able to find his way back. 


Instances have been knoAvn wnere 
farmers started from the house to the 
barn, missed it, and were found frozen 
to death not twenty feet from shelter. 


Per.-^ons have wandered miles away 
and perished misei-ably in 
attempting 
to cross a 
fifty-foct 
street. 
These in- 
stances would be incredible were they 
not attested by a mountain of proof. 


It is almost impossible to keap tlie 
interior of a house warm during a bliz- 
zard. 
The intense cold and the fearful 
wind seem to extract every particle of 
warmth, and there is danger of freezing 
in the same room with a red-hot stove. 


All business is suspended, and tha 
only care is to preserve life. 
There is 
no use searching for the lo»t ones; no 
one knows in what direction they are, 
or if they did, it would be impossible 
to reach them. 
Cries for help are in- 
audible six feet away. 


Railroad hands are the greatest suf- 
ferers from l^lizzards. A train may be 
oaughfcon ttA open i»rairie and held 
forforlj-dlirlk hour*.

They are Mrs. Tyler, 
who reigned as early as 1814, and is yet 
living in Oeorgetown; Mrs. Polk, who 
succeeded her in 1845, and still lives in 
the Polk mansion in Nashville; Mrs. 
Johnson, who, as Harriet Lane, is re- 
membered as one of the most accom- 
plished of our White House mistresses, 
and is living in Baltimore; Mrs. Grant, 
who is living in New York; Mrs. (Jar 
field, who is living at Mentor, Ohio; 
and Mrs. Cleveland, who will become 
one of Gotham's queens of social life. 
All the widows of ex-presidents receive 
a life annuity of $6,000 from the gov- 
ernment. 


THE state legislature has passed what 
is termed the kindergarten bill and it 
will certainly receive the approval of the 
governor. 
The purpose of the bill is 
well indicated by its titie, which is, "A 
bill 
for an act to provide for 
the establishment of kindergartens 
for children between the ages of 
four and six years of age, in incorpor- 
ated towns and cities of the state of In- 
diana." 
The bill provides in brief that 
the school board or trustees of a city or 
town shall be authorized, if they desire, 
to add to the common schools under 
their charge a kindergarten department 
for children between the ages of four 
and six years, and meet the cost of the 
same as the cost of other departments of 
the common schools is met, save that 
no part part of this cost shall come out 
of the school funds derived from the 
state. 
The local fund must stand the 
cost.

suburbs a Mohammedan 
was killed. 
His infuriated friends, who soon. gath- 
ered in the neighborhood, rushed ui^on 
the engineer and fireman, both of •whom 
was left half dead. 
Tho station •was 
burned to the ground and the rolling 
stock along 
the line completely 
de- 
stroyed. 
The intervention of the army 
alone stopped further demolition. 
The 
company, which was Belgian, placed 
their loss at 90,000 rubles ami demanded 
restitution from the CTOvevnment. 
At 
first it was utterly refused, the authori- 
ties arguing that the company owed its 
ineriteli loss to carelessness. 
After the 
company had threatened 
to run' no 
mure trains and to withdraw entirely 
from the 
country, 
the 
(ìoverniuc^nt 
compromised 
l)y giving them It>,000 
ntbles and the exclusive ])rivilego of 
establishing the only matcTx factory in 
Teheran. 
These terms were accepted. 
The n ad was avf.ided by the majority 
of the inl'.r.bitants. who pvefovrcd walk- 
ing to risldi-.g their lives. 
Contìtlence 
was not restored until the Crown I'rince, 
a mr.n of great intlaeiicc among his 
}>eoi)le, entered tho car to ride to the 
castie in Teheran, 
Y.'ith this encour- 
agement, trailio was resumed.—Berlin 
Idler,

There are not five men in this audi- 
ence, nor five men in any audience to- 
day in America except it be on an Indian 
reservation, who were not descended 
from foreigners if you go far enough 
back. 
The only native Americans are 
the Modocs, the Shawnees, the Chippe- 
was, the Cherokees, the Chickasaws, the 
Seminóles and such like. 
If the princi- 
ple America only for Americans be 
carried out, then you and I have no 
right to be here and we had better 
charter all the steamers and clippers and 
men-of-war 
and yachts 
and sloops 
and get out of this country as quick 
as 
possible. 
The 
Pilgrim 
Fathers 
were all immigrants, the Huguenots all 
immigrants. 
The cradle of most every 
one of our families was rocked on 
the bank of the Clyde or the Khine or 
the Shannon or the Seine or the Tiber. 
Had the watchword, "America for Amer- 
icans" been an early and successful cry, 
where now stand our cities would have 
stood Indian wigwams, and canoes in- 
stead of steamers would have tracked 
tho Hudson and the Connecticut; and, 
instead of the Mississippi being the 
main artery of the continent, it would 
only have been a trough f.ir deer and 
antelope and wild pigeons to drink out 
of. 
What makes the cry of "America for 
Americans" the more absurd and the 
more inhuman is that some in this coun- 
try who themselves arrived here in their 
boyhood or arrived here only one or two 
generations back are joining in the cry. 
Escaped from foreign despotisms them- 
selves, they say, "Shut the door of es- 
cape for others." 
Getting themselves 
on our shores in a life-boat from the 
shipwreck saying, "Haul the boat on the 
beach 4uid let the rest of the passengers 
go to the bottom!" Men who have yet 
on them a Scotch or German or English 
or Irish brogue crying out, "America for 
Americans!" 
What if the native inhab- 
itants of Heaven, I mean the angels, the 
cherubim, the seraphim 
born 
there, 
should stand in the gate and when they 
see us coming up at the last should say: 
"Go back! 
Heaven for the Heavenians!" 


Of course we do well not to allow 
foreign nations to make this country a 
convict colony. 
We would have a wall 
built as high as Heaven and as deep as 
hell 
against 
foreign 
thieves, 
pick- 


f 
tockets, and anarchists. 
We wonld not 
et them wipe their feet on the mat of 
the outside door of Castle Garden. If 
England or Kussia 
or Germany or 
France send here their desperadoes to 
get clear of them, we would have these 
desperadoes sent back in chains to the 
piSles where they come from. We will 
not have America become the dumping 
place for foreign vagabondism. But 
you build up a wall at the Narrows be- 
fore New York harbor, or at the Golden 
Gate before San Francisco, and forbid 
the coming of the indastrious and hard- 
working and honest populations of other 
lands who want to breathe the air of our 
free institutions and get opportunity for 
better livelihood, and it is only a ques- 
tion of time when God will tumble that 
wall flat on our own heads with the red- 
hot tiinnderbolts of His omnipotent in- 
dignation. 
Yon are a father and you 
have five children. 
The parlor is the 
best room in your house. 
Your son 
Philip says to the other four children, 
"Now, John, yon live in the small room 
in the end of the hall and stay there; 
George, yon live in the garret and stay 
there; Mar}', you live in the cellar and 
stay there; Fannie, you live in the 
kitchen and stay there. 
I, Philip, will 
take the parlor. It suits me exactly. I 
like the pictures on the wall.

tliem? You might as well pass a law 
forbidding a swarm of summer bees from 
lighting on the clover top, or pass <i law 
forbidding the tides of the Atlantic to 
rise when the moon puts under it silver 
grappling hooks, or a law that the noon- 
day sun should not irradiate the atmos- 
phere. 
They have come. 
They are 
coming now. 
Thej' will come. And if 1 
had a voice lond enough to be heard 
across the seas I would put it to the ut- 
most tension and cry, "Let them come!' 
You sting}-, selfish, shriveled-up, blasted 
souls who sit before your silver dinner- 
plate piled up with breast of roast 
turkey 
incarnadined 
with 
cranberry, 
your fork full and your mouth full and 
cramuking down the superabundance till 
your 
digestive 
organs are terrorized, 
let the millions of your fellow men have 
at least the wishing bone. 


But some of this cry, "America for 
Americans." may arise from an honest 
fear lest this hind be overcrowded. Such 
})orsons had better take the Northern Pa- 
cific orl'nion I'acific or Southern I'acific 
or Atlantic and Charlotte Air Line or 
Texaa and Santa Fe, and go a long jour- 
ney and find ojit that no more than a 
tenth part of this continent is fully cul- 
tivated. 
If a man with a hundred acres 
of farm laud should i)Ut all his cultiva- 
tion on one acre he would be cultivating 
a larger ratio of his farm than our nation 
is now occupying of the national farm. 
Pour the whole human race, Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and all the islands of the 
sea into America, and there would be 
room to spiue. 
All tlie Kocky Iklountain 
barrennesses and all the other .\njerican 
desserts are to be fertilized, and as Salt 
Lake 
City and much of Utah 
once 
yielded not a blade of grass now by arti- 
ficial irrigation have become gardens, so 
a large pr.rt of this continent that now 
is loo poor to grov,' even mullein stalk or 
Canadian 
thistle, 
will, through 
arti- 
ficial 
irrigation 
like 
an 
Illinois 
prairie 
wave 
with 
wheat or like a 
Wisconsin 
farm 
rustle 
with 
corn 
tassels. 
Beside that, after perhaps a 
century or two more, when this 
conti- 
nent is quite well occupied, the tides of 
immigration will turn the other way. 
Politics and governmental affairs being 
corrected on the other 
side of the 
waters. Ireland under dilferent 
regula- 
tion turned into a gur<leu will invite 
back another generation of Irishmen, 
and the wide wastes of Kussia brought 
from under despotism will with her own 
green fields invite back another genera- 
tion of Kussians. And there will be 
hundreds of thousands of Americans 
every year settling on the other conti- 
nents. And after a number of centuries, 
all the earth full and crowded, 
what 
then? 
Well, at that time some night a 
panther meteor Mandering through the 
Heavens will put its paw on our world 
and stop it, and putting its panther 
tooth 
into the neck of its mountain 
range will shake it lifeless as the rat 
terrier a rat. 
So I have no more fear of 
America being overcrowded than that 
the porpoises in the Atlantic ocean will 
become so numerous as to stop 
ship- 
ping. 


It is through mighty addition of for- 
eign population to our native 
popula- 
tion that I think God is going to fill 
this land with a race of people 95 per 
cent, superior to anything the world has 
ever seen. 
Intermarriage of 
families 
and intermarriage of nations is depress- 
ing and crippling. 
Marri.-.ge outside of 
one s own nationality and with another 
style of nationality is a mighty gain. 
What makes the Scotch-Irish second to 
no pedigree for brain and stamina of 
character, 
so that 
blood 
goes right 
up to Supreme 
Court 
bench 
and 
to the front 
rank 
in 
jurisprudence 
and 
merchandise 
and art? 
Because 
nothing under Heaven can be more un- 
like than a Scotchman 
and the descendants of 
joined nationalities, unless rum flings 
them, go right to the tip-top in every- 
thing. 
All nationalities coming to this 
land the opposites will all the while be 
affianced, and French and German will 
unite and that will stop all tho quarrel 
between them, and one child they will 
call Alsace and the other Jjorraine. And 
hot-blooded 
Spaniard will unite with 
cool-blooded Polander and romantic 
Itailian with matter-of-fact Norwegian, 
and a hundred and fifty years from now 
the race occupying this land will be in 
stature, in purity of complexion, in 
liquidity of eye, in gracefulness of 
poise, in dome-like brow, in taste, in 
intelligence, and in morals so far ahead 
of anything now known on either side 
the seas that this last quarter of the 
nineteenth century will seem to them 
like the Dark Ages. Oh, then how they 
will legislate and bargain and pray and 
preach and govern! 
This is the land 
where by the mingling of races the race 
E 
rejudice is to get its death blow. How 
[eaven feels abont it we may conclnde 
from the fact that Christ, the Jew, and 
descended from a Jewess, nevertheless 
provided a religion for all races, and 
•that Paul, though a Jew, became the 
chief apostle of the Gentiles, and that 
recently God has allowed to burst in 
splendor upon the attention of the world 
Hirsch, the Jew, who after giving ten 
million dollars to Christian churches 
ahd hospitals, has called a committee of 
nations and furnished them with forty 
million dollars for schools to;elevate his 
race in France and Germany and Rus- 
sia to higher intelligence and abolish, 
as he says, the prejudices against their 
race, these fifty million dollars not 
given in a last will and testament and 
at a time when a man must leave his 
money anyhow, bnt by donation at 55 
years of age and in good health, utterly 
eclipsing all benevolence 
since the 
world was created. I must confess there 
was a time when I entertained race pre- 
judice, but, thanks to God, that preju- 
dice has gone, and if I sat in church and 
on one side of me there was a black man 
and oB the other side of me was< «A la^ 
diait and before ttie vat a ChinlMIAii 


can atmosphere. 
Let each one feteh a 
spade and let ns dig its g n r e clear on 
down deeper and deeper till we get as 
far down as the center of the earth and 
half way to China, bnt no ftirt^er lest it 
poison those living on the other side the 
earth. 
Then into this grave let down 
the accursed carcass of race prejudice 
and throw on it all the mean things that 
have ever been said and written between 
Jew and Gentile, between Turk and 
Russian, between English and French; 
between Mongolian and anti-Mongolian, 
between black and white, and put up 
over that grave for tombstone 
some 
scorched and jagged chunk of scorisa 
spit, out by some volcanic eruption and 
chisel on it for epitaph: 
"Here lies the 
carcass of one who cursed the world. 
Aged, near six thousand .years. De- 
parted this life for the perdition from 
whence it came. No peace to its ashes!" 


Now, in view of this subject, I have 
two point blank words to uttev, one 
suggesting what foreigners ought to do 
for us, and the other wnat we ought to 
do for foreigners. 
First, to foreigners. 
Lay aside all apologetic air and realize 
you have as much right as any man who 
was not only himself born here but his 
father and his grandfather and great- 
grandfather before him. Are you an 
Englishman? 
Though during the revo- 
lutionary war your fathers treated our 
fathers roughly, England has more thn^n 
atoned for that by giving to this coun- 
try at least two denominations of Chris- 
tians, .the Church of England and the 
Methodist Church. 
Witness the mag- 
nificent liturgy of the one and the 
Wesleyaivhallelujahs of the other. And 
who shall ever pay Englanii for what 
Shakspeare, 
and John 
Miiton, and 
Wordsworth, 
and a thousand 
other 
authors have done for America? Are 
you a Scotchman? 
Thanks for John 
Knox's 
Presbyterianism; 
the balance 
wheel 
of all other 
denominations. 
And how shall Americans 
ever pay 
your native 
land 
for what 
Thomas 
Chahners, 
and Macintosh, 
and Rob- 
ert 
Burns, 
and Christopher 
North, 
and 
Robert 
McCheyne, 
and Cand- 
lish, 
and Guthrie, 
have 
done f o r 
Americans? 
Are you a Frenchman? We 
cannot forget your Lafayette, who, in 
the most desperate time of our American 
revolution. New York surrendered and 
our armies flying in retreat, 
espoused 
our cause and at Brandywine and Mon- 
mouth and Yorktown put all America 
under eternal obligation. 
And we can- 
not forget the coming to the rescue of 
our fathers Kochanil)eaa and his French 
fleet with G,(KtU armed men. 
Are you a 
German? 
We have not forgotten the 
eleven wounds 
through 
which 
your 
Barou De Kalb poured out his life Mood 
at the head of the Maryland and Dela- 
ware troops in tlie disastrous battle at 
Camden, and after we have named our 
streets and our cities and counties after 
him we have not i^aiU a tith» of what we 
owe Germany for his valor aud self-sac- 
rifice. 
And wliat about Martin Luther, 
the giant German wht) made way for re- 
ligious liberty for all lauds aud ages? 
.Vre you Polander? 
How can we forgot 
yourbrilliant Count Puhiski whose bones 
were laid in Saviinnah after a mortal 
wound gotten while in tlie stirrups of 
one of the 
fiercest 
cavalry charges of 
the American revolution? 
But with no 
time to particularize I say, "All h'.iil t'uo 
men aud "omeu of other lands who 
i*ome here with honest purpose!" Ke- 
nouiice all oMiitatiou to foreign depots. 
Take the oath of Aiiuirican 
allegiance. 
Get out your naturalization 
papers. 
Don't talk against our institutions, for 
tho fact that you came 
here and stay 
shows that you like ours better than any 
other. 
If you don't like them there are 
steamers going out of our ports almost 
every day, and the fare is cheap and,lest 
you should be detained for parting civ- 
ilities, I bid you good-by now. 
But if
